NIAGARA FAITS. 


To th< Editor of the Morning Post— 


D ear Sir :—On my late visit to the celebrated Fulls 
of Niagara* I was much gratified to hear so much said 
of our fellow citizen, .Mr Ingraham, whose little “ Man­ 
ual for the use of visiters to the Falls” is an invaluable 
acquisition to the traveller. 
As a Bostonian, 1 took 
pride in examining the great cavern discovered by Mr 
Ingraham, behind the Ribbon Fall, (or, as Mr 1. calls 
it, the Central Fall)— 


“A cave unknown, 
Whore human feet hail never trod” 


till Mr I. pointed out the way. 
He gave it the very ap­ 
propriate name “ Cave oi the W inds,” in allusion (as 
he says in a 1*. S. to his Manual, where he speaks of 
his entering it) to the 1'asto A n tro described by Vir­ 
gil ; but visiters generally call it “ I n g r a h a m ’s 
C a v e .” 
One gentleman whom I was told was the Ed­ 
itor of a newspaper in Georgia, has given a very good 
description of it, in the Album of the “ Guide to the 
Falls,’ in the following lines, in which he pays a very 
deserved compliment to our fellow citizen :— * 


INGRAHAM’S CAVE. 
Dread, awe-inspiring Cavern !—\Mong the new, 
Wild, wondrous objects that around 1 view, 
None strikes tny soul like thee! 
Thou aoem’st to me 
£ Tlie very porta! of sublim ity! 
And Nature, as if dreading to expose 
The hidden mysteries ot her mighty throes, 
Hath thrown o’er thee a wide-spread, beauteous veil, 
Woven Rom the air-hung waters,* snatch«!from outf 
Their wonted channel, Cor this strange avail, 
Ami dye.I them with tin- loveliest tints throughout:— 
F.ke, fringed it with a Rainbow ! 
Mighty cave ! 
What shall we call thee ? 
What name couid’st thou have 
More ill th in hit who first thy depths did scan,} 
First ope’d thy rocky doors to wond’ring man t 
Fes ! 
While fierce winds thy vaulted arches sweep, 
And thy wild shores the rushing waters lave, 
Or thunders there terrific \igils keep, 
He thou forever known as I.v c u a u .v m’s C a v e ! 


It appears that this was inserted in the Album, while 
Mr I. was at the Falls, as he has appended to it a “ pro- 
teen,” of w hich the following is an extract, but which 
will not, I guess, have the efi'ect which he, at least, 
desired :— “ I must he permitted to enter my solemn 
protest against giv ing to any of the great and wonderful 
works in this vicinity, the name of any living man, un- 
Jess for strong and important reasons. 
And 1 do hereby 
protest against the name which Mr I*, has so kindly 
given to my cave ; and claim the right, which 1 think 
belongs to me, as being the originator of the idea of 
xn,iking it accessible, and the cause of first opening its 
beauties and splendor to the public eye, of giving it 
the name which is so very appropriate— ‘Cave of Atio- 
lus,’ or ‘Cave of the Winds,’ and to request visiters to 
bear in mind, that though this may not be the very 
vasto antro, it must be very much like that which Vir­ 
gil had in mind, when he said— 


‘Niinboruin inpalrium, loca fceiu fureiitibus austris, 
zEoliam veuit. iiic vasto rex .Eolu* antro,’ &c. 


Mr I. also copied into the Album, Dryden’s transla­ 
tion of Virgil's lines ; and on another page I found 
some imes on the same subject, with his initials, which 
I also send you. 


CAVE OF THE W INDS. 
How many thoughts are stirring in my mind 
While thus I gaze upon this stormy scen e! 
Thoughts of that King, whose power these winds confine, 
Whose majesty and grandeur here are seen. 


Here, stormy winds do blow, nnd hoarsely rave ; 
Here thunders roar, and mists obscure the road; 
The ancients would h ive given thee, mighty cave ! 
The name whichfirst upon thee w ot bestowed. 


T vvis such a caVe as this, I have no doubt, 
That Virgil s«w in liis mind’s eye, so clear, 
When he describe i the great and mighty rout 
Of Juno, ’lore zEolus to appear. 


Virgil, you know, speaks of the cave so vast, 
Where reigned zEolus, king of winds and storms ; 
Blit that, by this, is into shadows cast, 
If we butihinA- ii filled with airy lorms. 


The vasto antro, ton, which Virgil sings, 
Produced a shaking which was felt around 
The neighboring region : so this cavern rings 
With roarings loud, shaking the very ground 1 


Then be thy name, for ever, mighty cave ! 
Thou awful prison, where ASolua binds 
The struggling winds, as in a rocky grave, 
“Cave ofJEolus,” or, “ Cane o f the f Finds

Aug. 20, 1334. 


I observed in the Albany Argus, Butbilo Republican, 
and other papers, very complimentary notices of Mr 
Ingraham’s labors at the Fails, und of his Manual, as 
well as of the larger work which he says in his preface 
he shall shortly publish. 
Allow me to suggest to him, 
as a friend and fellow citizen, who takes an interest in 
every thing done by Bostonians, the importance of well 
weighing the subject of the recession of the Falls from 
Lewiston, before he ventures to deny in his large book, 
as he has done in his Manual, that such a recession has 
taken place. 
lie will find the whole world of Geolo­ 
gists against him if he does not.

‘Alluding to the water of t lie Fall, which forms one side of 
the cavern, like a veil or curtain. 
tThis alludes to the coarse of this Fall, which appears to 
have taken a devious circuit between Prospect and Goat Islands, 
out of its regular or wonted channel, as if for the purpose of 
forming this cavern. 
[Though perhaps not the first to enter this cave, Mr I. was 
doubtless the first discoverer of it; and it was at his excellent 
suggestion, mid under hie judicious superintendence, that its 
grand and terrific wonders have been laid open to the public 
eye. The proposition, therefore, of Judge I’orter [to call the 
cave by Mr Ingraham’s name] is but just; and a consciousness 
otUmi justice (first impressed upon my mind by the remarks 
«1 the highly respected Judge K**“ ****, of B**«***, und fully 
confirmed by a subsequent visit here) together with a strong 
wriise ol the indebtedness of the public tuMr Ingraham, in many 
other respects connected with the Falls, suggested the above 
hasty lines, penned at the moment of a reluctant departure ; 
»ad however valueless o f themselves, they may yet serve the 
single grateful purpose of the writer, which he trusts will be 
Warmly and firmly seconded mid sustained by that public,even 
though Mr Iiigraliam’s modesty “ will not allow him to consent
